WIDENER AND ELKINS MUST
ANSWER N. Y. DAMAGE SUIT

Court Decrees They Shall Explain
Decline of Street Railway Co.
Pater A. H, Wldener, George W. Hl-
kins and the estate of the Iate Thomaas
Dolan, all former directors of the Metro-
politan Streat Rallway Company of New
York, must stapd trial and answer quea-
tions cnncemltlt{; a decline In the value

of the company’'s property.

Judge Dickinson, sitting in the Tnited
States District Court, flled an opinlon,
dlgallowing a motion brought by the

former directors to have thrown out of
conrt n suit for damages brought by
Richarg B, Kelly, representing the mi-
nority stockholders of the Central Parl,
North and East River Rallway Company
of New York, against them and' George
W. Lynch, receiver of both the Cen-
trnl Park and the Metropolitan com-
panies,

The former directors held they wera
not personally rvesponsible and rolsed
technlenl questiona of law in an effort
to show they could not be held for the
alleged mismanngement and irregularities
charged by the plaintiff. Kelly asserted
the defendnnts gained control of the com-
pany In which he owned stock and
stripped it of all ite possessions so that
n receiver had to be appointed.

Judge Dickinson decided the sult wnaa
rightfully brought and should be allowed
to be heard In the Federal Court. The
defendants were given permission to
move for time in which to file an answer
to the court's opinlon,

EDITOR OF “CRACKS” DEAD

Augustus B. Clark Had Antipathy
Toward Physicians.

Augustus B, Clark, for more than 20
yeara editor and proprietor of Cracks,
n waeekly newspaper antagonlstic to the
